TODAY'S TALK 


By GEORGE MATTHEW ADAMS 


THE VILLAGE CHURCH 
A 
MONG my first vivid memories are those which cluster about the 
little village church in which my father preached. 
When I was so 
small that I couldn’t reach the bell rope, I was given the task of ringing 
the bell and had to jump to get the lower end of the rope! 
But it was 
thrilling—to think, as I performed that small task, that it meant the call 
to worship. 
Later, as a boy, I became the janitor of several of the churches in 
which my father preached, and about my youth was gathered an aroma 
of the village church. 
In my travels about I am always inspired by the spectacle of the 
church in each community. It has never mattered to me as to what sect 
or creed the church is attached—the church itself is the important in­ 
stitution. 
In driving throughout the country, the towns and smaller cities are 
almost always located by their church spires that guide you. 
I love to 
drive through New England just to see the lovely white churches that 
still stand from Colonial days. 
The village church is the town's badge of character. 
How sturdy, 
and honest, and inspiring it is anyway! 
I used to be sectarian and would look for the particular church to 
which I belonged—but now I am no longer sectarian—every church is

The first iron ore was reported in 
America 
in 1858. An

Raleigh also mentioned "American 
Petroleum1" in his account of the

Some iron ore was shipped from

Improved Position 


Under Option I of the Plan, however, a holder may exchange a $1,000 
debenture for $500 par value of a debenture with the same interest rate, 
of Associated Gas and Electric Corporation, the immediate subsidiary of 
the Company, through which it controls the operating subsidiary com­ 
panies, This debenture will l>c protected by earnings more than five times 
as great per debenture as is the case with the debenture the investor 
now holds, assuming the issuance of $*>0,OOO,OOO of these debentures 
which is the tentative limitation fixed in the Plan.

It involves no reduc­ 
tion of principal or interest, while on the other hand it offers debenture 
holders a possibility of increased income. When all of the present deben­ 
tures arc retired, the holder is entitled to increased interest, all on a 
cumulative basis, as compensation for placing the interest on an income 
basis. Even before all the debentures are retired, he may receive addi­ 
tional interest. 
Continuation of Fixed Interest 


So long as th fixed tnt ere st is paid on the present outstanding debentures of the 
Company, the debentures offered under Option 3 w ill retain a right to fixed interest 
in full at the present face rate. 
The success of the Plan should, in itself, be a substantial benefit to de­ 
benture holders. It will reduce the risk of interest defaults and possible 
receivership, and should, therefore, tend to increase the market prices of 
their securities. 
T he Plan seem s unquestionably attractive. It offers debenture 
holders valuable privileges. It is not com pulsory for them to accept 
any of these privileges. But any or all may be accepted by debenture 
holders to the extent that it is in their individual self-interest.
